THE  HOSPITAL  AND  THE  WAR. 

By  order  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  many  of  our  beds  must  be 
permanently  reserved  for  air-raid  casualties,  Service  sick  and  certain 
others  entitled  to  treatment  under  the  Emergency  Hospital  Service. 
Of  necessity  it  has  often  been  impossible  to  arrange  for  the  routine 
admission  of  patients  from  the  Hospital  Waiting  Lists.  In  all 
circumstances,  however,  acute  and  urgent  cases  have  been  admitted 
without  delay. 

Organising  and  perfecting  the  arrangements  for  dealing  with 
air-raid  casualties  has  involved  much  administrative  work  in  con¬ 
sultation  with  the  Honorary  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff,  the  Nursing 
Staff,  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  volunteer  workers.  These  arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  put  to  practical  test  on  several  occasions,  and  have 
ensured  prompt  and  effective  treatment  for  the  victims  of  enemy 
action. 

The  Board  is  particularly  grateful  to  the  volunteer  stretcher 
bearers,  fire  fighters,  and  blood  donors  who  have  undertaken  their 
respective  duties  with  enthusiasm  and  efficiency.

PRIVATE  PATIENTS*  DEPARTMENT. 

This  Department  received  and  treated  367  patients  during 
1940.  The  average  number  resident  daily  was  17  37,  as  compared 

with  20'  1  in  the  previous  year.

FINANCE. 

The  Ordinary  Income  shews  a  decrease  as  compared  with  1939 
of  £279.  When  allowance  is  made  for  sums  received  from  the 
Government  for  the  Hospital’s  emergency  casualty  service,  and  for 
the  fact  that  the  1939  income  included  grants  to  the  Hospital  of 
£2,000  and  £1,000  froiyi  the  Plymouth  City  Council  and  the  Cornwall 
County  Council  respectively,  it  will  be  seen  that  Voluntary  Income, 
on  which  the  Hospital  largely  depends,  has  fallen  off  by  £915. 

Of  this  amount  the  decrease  in  Voluntary  Gifts  was  £615, 
but  it  is  encouraging  to  note  that  the  difference  between  the 
two  years  is  largely  due  to  extraordinary  amounts  (such  as  the  £505 
proceeds  of  the  Lord  Mayor’s  Ball)  being  received  in  1939.  In  fact, 
many  items  of  Voluntary  Income  shew  considerable  increases.  A 
few  of  these  may  be  mentioned  here,  the  increases  over  1939  being 
shewn  in  brackets:  The  Christmas  Stocking  Appeal,  £1,370  (£468) ; 
Alexandra  Day,  £1,077  (£389)  ;  Sundry  Small  Donations,  £1,603 
(£164)  ;  Sale  of  “  Silver  Paper,”  £180  (£137)  ;  Church  Collections 
£1,043  (£80).  New  Annual  Subscriptions  amounted  to  £244,  which 
help  to  make  good  the  heavy  losses  sustained  during  the  year  by 
the  deaths  of  many  of  our  most  generous  Subscribers. 
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The  Ordinary  Expenditure  amounted  to  £71,678,  an  increase 
of  £8,520.  The  reasons  for  this  increase  will  be  readily  understood, 
and  it  seems  inevitable  that  further  increases  in  the  cost  of  Hospital 
commodities  will  have  to  be  faced  in  1941. 

Extraordinary  Income  consisted  of  free  Legacies  totalling 
£5,490,  which  was  transferred  from  Legacies  Account  to  the  Main¬ 
tenance  Account  in  order  to  reduce  the  deficit  from  £8,688  to  £3,198. 
Until  Legacies  not  subject  to  endowment  trusts  can  be  used  for 
capital  purposes,  the  Hospital  is  unable  to  reduce  the  burdensome 
debt  on  the  General  and  Building  Fund  Accounts. 


THE  CONTRIBUTORY  SCHEME. 

*  Although  the  number  of  contributors  treated  during  the  year 
was  considerably  reduced  owing  to  a  full  year’s  operation  of  the 
casualty  bed  service,  the  income  from  the  Scheme  was  £23,481,  as 
against  £23,568  in  1939.  Warm  acknowledgment  is  made  of  the 
services  of  the  members,  collectors,  voluntary  Officers  and  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Scheme,  and  for  their  valuable  contribution  to  the 
well-being  of  the  Hospital. 


THE  LEAGUE  OF  HOSPITAL  FRIENDS. 

Branch  Secretaries  and  Members  loyally  continued  their  service 
during  the  year,  in  the  face  of  heavy  demands  made  on  their 
time  by  war  duties,  and  the  special  difficulties  prevailing.  5,639 
Subscriptions  were  collected,  including  580  new  Members  enrolled, 
bringing  in  £607  14s.  8d.  In  addition,  Special  Efforts  produced 
£226  12s.  10d.,  making  a  total  of  £834  7s.  6d. 


NEW  EQUIPMENT. 

The  following  may  be  noted  among  additions  to  the  Hospital 
equipment  :  a  Short  Wave  Therapy  apparatus,  a  Galvanic  Sinu¬ 
soidal  and  Faradic  apparatus  and  a  Vibrator  for  the  Greenbank 
Road  Massage  Department,  gas  fires  for  the  Nurses’  Homes,  and 
an  unconditional  gift  of  valuable  massage  and  electrical  equipment 
for  the  Devonport  Hospital  from  Messrs.  Chard  and  Kennard. 
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The  Devonport  Entertainments  Committee  defrayed  the  cost 
of  a  new  bed  pan  washer  and  sluice,  lavatories,  and  other  items  of 
furniture  and  fittings  for  the  Devonport  Hospital,  for  which  the 

Board  are  very  grateful.

The  Board  are  also  thankful  to  Miss  Sambells  and  Mr.  Hood 
for  gifts  of  furniture  to  the  Devonport  Hospital. 

A  CO-ORDINATED  HOSPITAL  SERVICE. 

Reference  was  made  in  last  year’s  Report  to  Lord  Nuffield’s 
generous  gift  of  £1,250,000  for  the  benefit  of  Voluntary  Hospitals, 
with  the  particular  aim  of  securing  a  co-ordination  of  Hospital 
services,  both  Voluntary  and  Municipal,  in  regions  throughout  the 
country,  as  recommended  by  the  Sankey  Commission. 

Several  meetings  have  been  held  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Nuffield  Provincial  Hospitals  Trust  with  a  view  to  implementing 
the  recommendations  of  the  Sankey  Commission  in  the  South-West. 

Divisional  Councils  for  Cornwall,  Devon  and  Plymouth,  as  well 
as  Medical  and  Administrative  Advisory  Committees  representative 
of  the  Voluntary  and  Municipal  Hospitals  and  other  interested 
bodies,  have  been  set  up  and  are  energetically  directing  their 
attention  to  this  important  subject. 

THANKS. 

Continuance  of  the  work  of  the  Hospital  under  war  conditions 
has  involved  increased  responsibilities  for  the  Staffs,  whose  loyal 
co-operation  the  Board  warmly  acknowledge. 

The  appreciation  of  the  Board  is  extended  to  the  members  of 
the  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff  for  their  valuable  service  during  a 
very  difficult  year.  Special  acknowledgment  must  be  made  of  the 
devoted  and  unsparing  service  which  the  Nursing  Staff  have  again 
rendered  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Board  wish  to  express  their  most  sincere  thanks' to  the 
Committees  and  Staffs  of  the  Crownhill  and  Pearn  Convalescent 
Homes,  the  Ladies  of  the  three  Linen  Leagues,  the  Honorary 
Librarians,  officers  and  members  of  the  National  Council  of  Social 
Service,  the  Cripples’  Aid  and  St.  John  Ambulance  Associations,  the 
Plymouth  Branch  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  the  City  Police, 
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and  to  the  local  Press  for  their  help  and  co-operation  in  service 
throughout  the  past  year. 

VOLUNTARY  WORKERS. 

Never  in  the  history  of  the  Hospital  has  there  been  such  a 
record  of  voluntary  service.  It  would  be  impossible  to  enumerate 
nil  who  have  helped  during  the  year.  The  Board,  however,  records 
their  deep  appreciation  of  all  who  have  obeyed  the  impulse  to  serve 
and  have  worked  so  zealously  for  the  Hospital. 

STAFF  CHANGES. 

The  Hospital  has  lost  its  Honorary  Consulting  Physician  to 
the  X-ray  Department  by  the  death  of  Dr.  W.  Cheyne  Wilson. 
Dr.  Cheyne  Wilson  gave  long  and  distinguished  service  and  was  a 
generous  benefactor  to  the  Hospital.

Early  in  the  year  Mr.  E.  L.  F.  Holburn,  a.h.o.a.,  Accountant 
to  the  Hospital,  was  appointed  Assistant  Secretary  to  succeed 
Mr.  John  Griffith,  a.h.o.a.,  who  resigned  upon  his  appointment  as 
House  Governor  to  the  Princess  Beatrice  Hospital,  London. 

NURSING. 

At  the  end  of  1940  the  Nursing  Staff  of  the  Hospital  numbered 
200,  of  whom  129  were  in  training.  25  were  successful  in  passing 
the  State  Examination  during  the  year. 

Since  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  Nursing  Staff  has  been 
augmented  by  members  of  the  Civil  Nursing  Reserve. 

The  Inter-Hospital  tennis  "cup  presented  by  the  local  branch 
of  the  Royal  College  of  Nursing  was,  for  the  second  year,  won  by 
the  Greenbank  Road  Staff. 

BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT  AND  HOUSE  COMMITTEES. 

A  long  and  outstanding  association  with  the  Hospital  was 
brought  to  an  end  by  the  resignation,  owing  to  ill-health,  of  Mr. 
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Ernest  Howard,  Chairman  of  the  Plymouth  Contributory  Scheme. 
Mr.  Howard  will  long  be  remembered  as  one  who  rendered  valuable 
service  to  the  Hospital.  Mr.  A.  G.  Lillicrap,  a  representative  of  the 
Contributors’  Council,  resigned  on  leaving  the  district.  The  vacancies 
were  respectively  filled  by  Mr.  W.  A.  Blackwell  and  Mr.  A.  R.  Cocks. 
Shipwright-Lieut.-Com.  R.  C.  Ward,  c.c.,  r.n.  (Ret.),  was  elected 
in  May,  and  his  membership  has  proved  of  much  value  to  the  Board. 

Miss  Sampson  was  elected  to  the  Greenbank  Road  House 
Committee,  and  Mrs.  Dannatt  and  Mr.  S.  Farlow  to  the  Devonport 
House  Committee. 

By  the  deaths  of  Rev.  E.  H.  Glencross  and  Mr.  R.  E.  Vickery 
the  Greenbank  Road  and  Lockyer  Street  House  Committees  have 
lost  valued  members.  Rev.  W.  E.  Woodall  and  Mr.  T.  A.  Hunt 
retired  from  the  Greenbank  Road  House  Committee,  and  all  con¬ 
cerned  realise  that  workers  such  as  these  are  not  easily  replaced. 

OBITUARY. 

It  is  with  the  deepest  regret  that  the  Board  records  the  death 
of  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  of  the  Hospital,  the  Right  Hon.  Lord 
St.  Levan,  c.b.,  c.v.o.,  d.l.,  j.p.  With  his  passing  in  November  the 
Hospital  has  lost  a  most  generous  benefactor  and  friend.  The 
passing  of  Commander  C.  H.  Davey,  o.b.e.,  r.n.,  is  deeply  mourned, 
as  is  also  the  deaths  of  a  large  number  of  supporters  of  the  Hospital. 

CONCLUSION. 

Never  before  in  its  century  of  service  to  the  people  of  Ply¬ 
mouth,  Cornwall  and  Devon  has  the  Hospital  had  to  accept  such 
tremendous  responsibilities  as  it  now  carries ;  never  before  have 
the  difficulties  been  so  great  or  so  splendidly  overcome  ;  and  never 
before  has  the  Hospital  been  so  dependent  on  support  by  the 
community  it  serves  for  the  continuance  of  its  vital  work. 

The  Hospital  is  meeting  the  demands  made  on  it  and  looks 
to  the  future  with  confidence,  knowing  that  it  can  rely  on  a  multi¬ 
tude  of  people  to  assist  in  maintaining  its  high  traditions.
